Obama salutes 

He observes Memorial Day 
with somber holiday tradition

WASHINGTON Barack Obama marked his first Memorial 
Day as president on Monday, saluting the men and women 
of America’s fighting forces, both living and dead, as “the 
best of America.” 

The president spoke after participating in a solemn holi- 
day tradition, laying a wreath at the Tomb of the Unknowns 
at Arlington National Cemetery, the burial ground for 
American veterans dating to the Revolutionary War. 

In remarks after laying the wreath and observing a moment 
of silence, Obama said he wondered why the country’s fallen 
warriors felt a sense of duty and answered the call to serve, 
knowing they might have to make the ultimate sacrifice. 

The president also sought to dodge a racial controversy, 
sending wreaths to a monument for Confederate soldiers 


and a memorial honoring more than 200,000 blacks who 
fought for the Union during the Civil War. 

The nation’s first black president continued tradition 
and had wreaths delivered to the Confederate Memorial 
at Arlington National Cemetery, the 600 -acre site across 
the Potomac River in Virginia that once was Confederate 
Gen. Robert E. Lee’s estate. The White House also sent 
a wreath to the African American Civil War Memorial in 
Washington’s historically black U Street neighborhood. 

Presidents traditionally visit Arlington to personally leave 
a wreath at the Tomb of the Unknowns, a marble structure 
with the remains of unidentified US. military members who 
died during war. Presidents then have aides deliver wreaths 
to other memorials or monuments, generally including the 
Confederate memorial.

President: World must ‘stand up to’ North Korea

WASHINGTON President Obama assailed North 
Korea on Monday for new missile tests, saying the 
world must “stand up to” Pyongyang and demand 
that it honor a promise to abandon its nuclear 
ambitions. 

Appearing on the White House steps, Obama 
said that its latest nuclear underground test and 
subsequent test firings of short-range ground-to- 
air missiles “pose a grave threat to the peace and 
security of the world and I strongly condemn their 
reckless action.” 


It was his second statement within hours 
of the tests, the latest in a number of nuclear 
actions that Obama said “endanger the people 
of Northeast Asia.” He called it “a blatant viola- 
tion of international law” and said that it contra- 
dicted North Korea’s “own prior commitments.” 
Obama had released a written statement chas- 
tising the North Koreans in the early morning 
hours of Monday 

In Pyongyang, North Korea said that it had car- 
ried out a powerful underground nuclear test- 
much larger than one conducted in 2006. 


“We are gravely concerned by North Korea’s 
claims. We are analyzing the data,” the State 
Department said in a statement. “The US. 
Geological Survey confirmed that a seismic event 
took place consistent with a test. 

The rocket liftoff, widely believed to be a cover 
for a test of its long-range missile technology, drew 
censure from the UN Security Council, calling the 
test a clear violation of its resolutions. 

Reining in Pyongyang’s nuclear program has 
been a continuing problem for US. administra- 
tions, dating to the Clinton administration.

With a wave of their phone over a sensor, 
Chicago-area transit riders could soon board 
buses or trains as quick as a beep while the fare 
is automatically deducted from their online 
account. No cash, paper ticket or pass would 
be needed. 

Such fare-phones are being considered by 
the Regional Transportation Authority, which 
already is developing a revamped fare system 
using so-called “smart” credit cards that would 
work on the CTA, Metra and Pace. 

“I think it’s one of the most promising tech- 
nologies out there,” said Joseph Moriarty the 
RTAs principal analyst. 

A recent pay-by-phone trial in San Francisco, 
the first of its kind in the nation, proved so 
promising that the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
system is considering its adoption, a BART 
spokesman said. The technology is already used 
in Europe, Japan, China and South Korea. 

BART estimates it could avoid printing 
32 million paper tickets and save $650,000 a 
year by converting to such a system, said James 
Fang, vice president of BART’s board of direc- 
tors and a proponent of fare-phones. 

San Franciscans used phones equipped with a 
special technology called near-field communica- 
tion. These NFC microchips allow secure com- 
munication between phones and sensors. 

Illinois records 1st 
swine flu death

A Chicago resident became the first per- 
son in Illinois to die of swine flu, the Illinois 
Department of Public Health said Monday 

Melaney Arnold, a spokeswoman for the 
Illinois Department of Public Health, would 
confirm only that the person was from Chicago 
and died over the weekend. Arnold refused to 
say the gender or age of the victim, citing con- 
fidentiality and the wishes of the family 

The victim had underlying medical condi- 
tions, but Arnold said that she did not know 
what those conditions were. 


Wilco’s Tweedy ‘saddened’ 
by former band mate’s death

Jay Bennett, a former member of 
Chicago-based rock band Wilco, 
died Sunday, according to a post- 
ing on the Web site of his record 
label. He was 45. 

Bennett, a multi-instrumental- 
ist who was a member of Wilco 
from 1994 to 2001, was a creative 
foil to bandleader Jeff Tweedy 
on the band’s highly acclaimed albums 
“Summerteeth” and “'Yankee Hotel Foxtrot.” 

Bennett’s acrimonious split from the band 
after the recording of the latter album was 
chronicled in the 2002 documentary “I Am 
Trying to Break 'Your Heart.” 

Earlier this month, Bennett sued Tweedy 


in Cook County Circuit Court 
claiming that he was owed royal- 
ties on Wilco songs and compen- 
sation for his appearance in the 
documentary 

Tweedy released this statement 
on the group’s Web site: “We are 
all deeply saddened by this tragedy 
We will miss Jay as we remember 
him— as a truly unique and gifted 
human being and one who made welcome and 
significant contributions to the band’s songs 
and evolution. Our thoughts go out to his fam- 
ily and friends in this very difficult time.” 

The sometimes tumultuous partnership 
between Bennett and Tweedy reached an 
impasse during the recording of “Yankee 


Hotel Foxtrot,” and Bennett left the band 
shortly after the record was finished. 

“I was starting to feel more and more lim- 
ited, and Jeff recognized that,” Bennett told 
Tribune critic Greg Kot in 2002. “It’s like 
breaking up with a girlfriend. At first it really 
hurts, but you realize once your ego heals that 
it was the right thing to do. We’re both better 
off that it happened.” 

An autopsy was planned for Tuesday by the 
Champaign County Coroner. 

“We are profoundly saddened to report 
that our friend died in his sleep last night,” 
read a posting on the Web site of Undertow 
Music Collective, which released Bennett’s 
first three albums. “Jay was a beautiful human 
being who will be missed.”

Police Commissioner Ray Kelly 
said. The bomb went off around the same time of 
day as an explosion at the British consulate in May 
2005, another at the Mexican consulate in October 
2007 and one at the Times Square military recruit- 
ing station in March 2008. 

“We don’t know the motive. Obviously it is 
a cause for concern, but we’re going to do an in- 
depth investigation,” he said. 

Kelly said the explosive appears to have been 
placed on the seat of the bench, but he didn’t know 
what kind of container it was in. 

Police also were looking at whether the 
Starbucks— at 92nd Street and Third Avenue, a 
few blocks from the Guggenheim Museum 
the target.

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Reutimann uses rain to his advantage to win first Sprint Cup

CONCORD, N.C. It took 75 races 
and three rain delays for David 
Reutimann to earn his first 
Sprint Cup Series victory And 
it came in one of NASCARs 
biggest races of the season. 

“It wasn’t the prettiest win, 
but somebody has to win,” 
he said. “When you envision 
yourself winning your first 
Sprint Cup race, you envision 
it different. But it’s so hard to 
win these deals, we’ll take it any 
way we can.” 

Reutimann didn’t lead a 
single lap under green-flag rac- 
ing Monday during the rain-delayed Coca-Cola 
600. He had a mid-pack car as teams jockeyed 
for position just past the halfway point of the 
gloomy race, which was washed out Sunday and 
carried over to Monday for the first Memorial 
Day running in its 50 -year history 

Because the radar showed a long night of inter- 
mittent showers, no one believed the longest race 
on the NASCAR schedule would go the full 600 
miles. So began the game of racing to the front in 


hopes of being in the right place when the event 
was finally called. 

When rain brought out the caution 22 laps past 
the halfwaypoint, leader Kyle Busch led a parade 
of cars down pit road. But Reutimann, Ryan 
Newman and Robby Gordon didn’t follow, and 
the three moved to the top of the leaderboard. 

They led the field for five laps under caution 
before NASCAR called the cars back to pit road 
for the third and final rain stoppage. 


TONY SEES RED 

The red flags for rain that 
plagued the race allowed 
for drivers to get out of 
the cars-and argue. 

Tony Stewart went up 
to eventual winner David 
Reutimann during a delay 
just before the halfway 
point. 

“Just being smart out 
there,” Stewart said of 
what he told Reutimann. 
“We caught him and he 
raced us real hard. WeVe 
got 425 miles left in the 
race at that point.” 

Reutimann’s team didn’t 
take kindly to the advice, 
and Stewart then got 
into an argument with 
mechanic Dwayne Bigger. 

“Then he’s got a bald 
crew guy down there that 
wants to jump up there 
and be Billy Bad Butt,” 
Stewart said. “Maybe he 
needs to ride in there 
with him since they both 
seem to have it all figured 
out.” AP

Life’s a beach ... literally 


This week’s lifeguard 
has spent more than 
two decades keeping 
Chicago beaches safe 


By Matt McGuire 

“It starts out as a high school or coh 
lege summertime job, but then it 
grows on you after that.” 

___ That’s Eric Bushonville’s take on 
lifeguarding on Lake Michigan, and in his case, 
it couldn’t be truer. Bushonville, 39, has just 
embarked on his 23rd summer as a lifeguard. He 
spends the off-season as the natatorium director at 
the Chicago Park District’s Gill Park, but as soon 
as Chicago beaches open, Bushonville is patrolling 
the waters. 

In his 23 years working as a lifeguard, he’s worked 
at only three beaches: North Avenue, Leone Beach 
(Touhy and the Lake) and Foster Avenue, where 
he’ll be this summer. We asked him for the dirt, er, 
sand, er, you know what we mean.

What sort of crowd does Foster Avenue Beach 
attract? 

It’s a family oriented beach. ... It’s probably a 50-50 
mix of sunbathers and families. ... It has a fairly 
new beach house. It was built in 1997. They have 
concessions, newer bathrooms, a parking lot that’s 
very close to the beach. The sand is nice. 

What makes nice sand? 

All of Lincoln Park up to Bryn Mawr is landfill. 
When you go farther north, the sand is natural, so 
it’s much more rocky. The sand at Foster, North 
Avenue, Montrose, etc. has been brought in, so it’s 
very fine, nice sand. 

Do bullies really kick sand In nerds’ faces 
or Is that Just something you see In movies? 

That’s more for the movies. I haven’t seen 
too much of that. Although there are minor 
altercations every now and then, but not 
too much of that. The beaches are pretty calm. 

What’s one of the more unusual disputes 
you’ve had to break up? 

Occasionally, you’ll get a few people drinking 
here and there, which they’re not supposed 
to do. Tempers flare, especially if someone is 


hitting on someone else’s girlfriend. 

What’s the lamest beach pickup line or 
attempt you’ve witnessed? 

That was more at North Avenue ... Just basic 
stuff like, “You come here often?” They’re mostly 
trying to display their six-packs as part of their 
pickup M.O. 

You’ve got to put It on display If you want 
people to see It 

Exactly. 

Have you ever jumped In the water to save 
someone? 

Yes, I definitely have. Our philosophy on 
lifeguarding is accident prevention. A common 
misconception is that a better lifeguard makes 
more rescues. You want to prevent a potentially 
dangerous situation before it occurs. But, yeah. I’ve 
been involved in multiple rescues. I’ve done CPR 
a few times. Most, if not all, of those times were in 
un patrol led areas. 

The beaches have been open since Friday. 

Who’s going this early In the season? 

Namely sunbathers. We also get a lot of die-hard 


swimmers who can swim in 50-degree waters and 
it doesn’t faze them. 

What’s your sunblock regiment like? 

I use SPF 30. 1 think if you go beyond that-50 or 
70-it’s inconsequential. What I’ve found to work 
best, to be honest, is the Walgreens brand. Bullfrog 
is good too, but it’s expensive. I put it on multiple 
times a day. 

Has anyone ever strapped a shark fin to their 
back and stirred up trouble? 

There are kids that have swimming caps with a 
shark fin on them, but most people know what it is. 
... When you swim in Lake Michigan, you don’t have 
to worry about interacting with marine life. 

What about Aslan carp? 

There are quite a few, and you can see them from 
the ledges. ... The lake has really cleared up over 
the years. You can see at least 50 feet down on a 
clear day. Salmon come close in the spring, and 
you’ll see them from time to time near the piers or 
the rocks. There are fish in the lake, but they’ll swim 
away if there’s any sort of motion toward them.

Planning to master the marathon? Before you grind out training miles, better get with a program

Megan Toups, 26, never considered herself a 
runner. She said she couldn’t run 30 seconds 
without feeling awful. 

That was before Toups, of Hyde Park, started 
training this year for her first marathon. 

“When I ran my first mile, I felt like I was 
going to cry because I can’t believe I did that. I 
didn’t know that was possible,” Toups said. 

Meanwhile, Phoebe Block, 27, is gearing up 
for her fourth Chicago marathon— her seventh 
overall. This time around, she wants to qualify 
for what she calls “the Olympics for the average 
runner”: the Boston Marathon. Block and Toups 
are among the 45,000 runners registered for the 
Bank of America Chicago Marathon on Oct. ii. 

And each year, more marathoners across 
the country are crossing the finish line. The 
number of runners finishing U.S. marathons 
grew from 412,000 in 2007 to 425,000 in 2008, 
according to Running USA’s Road Racing 
Information Center’s annual marathon report. 
Comparatively, only 25,000 runners finished 
marathons in 1976, according to the report. 

The Chicago Marathon is the second-largest 
in the U.S. behind NewTbrk, with 31,343 finish- 
ers in 2008. 

Running USA Media Director Ryan Lamppa 
attributes the increased popularity of mara- 
thons to successful training programs across 
the country These programs are particularly 
effective for novice marathoners, he said. 

Chicago Marathon spokeswoman Marianne 
Caponi agrees. 

“The amount of information and assistance 
that is available makes it easier to properly 
train for a marathon,” she wrote in an e-mail 
to RedEye. 

For running novices and marathon mavens 
alike, there’s a lot of ground to cover when it 
comes to preparing for the big race. Already 


many runners are starting their training pro- 
grams. 

Toups, a research technician in the biology 
lab at the University of Chicago, daydreams 
about the race. “I fantasize about how it will 
feel to be running, hearing people yelling my 
name and seeing people running next to me,” 
she said. 

“I can’t wait to experience what that will be 
like, especially after training for six months and 
hopefully feeling like this a doable thing.” 

Running programs typically include long runs 
that increase incrementally in mileage each week 
and taper back some weeks to allow the body to 
recover; short runs; recommended cross-train- 
ing throughout the week and at least one day of 
rest. But training is more than just logging miles, 
running coaches say Getting marathon-ready 
also means wearing the right gear, eating a bal- 
anced diet, staying injury-free, and taking rest 
days to allow for recovery from running. 


Runners need to pay attention to how their 
bodies feel during training and should be care- 
ful not to overdo it, doctors and coaches said. 

“Try to gradually build your conditioning so 
that you can start from the couch and get across 
the finish line with a smile on your face without 
a lot of aches and pains,” said Rob Tbung, a run- 
ning coach with the Leukemia & Lymphoma 
Society’s Team in Training program. 

Jenny Hadfield, co-founder of Chicago 
Endurance Sports and author of “Marathoning 
for Mortals,” suggests running at a conversa- 
tional pace. 

“One of the greatest mistakes newbies and 
seasoned marathoners make is they run most 
of their runs too fast,” she said. 

Block, who lives in Lincoln Park, knows 
how crucial proper training can be to help 
build endurance. She has run marathons in 
Chicago, San Antonio, Washington, DC., and 
Nashville since 2006, when her older brother 


was diagnosed with leukemia. Block, a research 
programs study coordinator at Northwestern 
University’s Feinberg School of Medicine, 
said she felt helpless just wanted “to do some- 
thing.” 

“If you had asked me before that point if I’d 
ever be running a marathon, I would’ve laughed 
at you,” she said. 

Block has transformed from running novice 
to addicted marathoner. She already has signed 
up for the Rock ’n’ Roll marathon in Arizona 
in January and is thinking about running the 
Philadelphia marathon in November. 

Training for the marathon is worth the 
sacrifice, said Block, who signed up with the 
Leukemia & Lymphoma Society’s Team in 
Training program to help raise money for can- 
cer research and patient programs. 

“Compared to chemo, I mean, come on, this 
is nothing,” she said.

Let’s start with running. Running should be like 
a pawing action, not a striking one, said Katie 
Wargula, running coach for the AIDS Marathon 
Training Program. “If you’re running and you hear 
your foot smacking and pounding the ground, 
you’re doing something wrong. You should be 
light on your feet,” she said. 

Take short strides, she said. When your foot 
hits the ground, it shouid be underneath your hip 
instead of stretching too tar in front, she said. 

Keep from bouncing and relax your arms, she said. 
Shoulders should not be shrugged up by your ears 
and fists shouid n’t be clenched; rather, your hands 
should feel like you’re holding a dollar bill between 
your fingers. 

As for the rest of your body, take note of 
these tidbits from marathon medical director Dr. 
George Chiampas (also an emergency physician 
at Northwestern Memorial Hospital), running 
coaches Wargula and Rob Young of Team 
in Training, and Jenny Hadfield, author of 
“Marat honing for Mortals.” leonorvivanco, redeye

III Mouth 

Stay hydrated, Chiampas said. You should not be losing more 
than 2 percent of your body weight on long runs, he said. 

Low sodium puts runners at risk for cramping and 
hyponatremia, a condition that occurs when sodium is diluted 
in the bloodstream. In severe cases, hyponatremia can be 
deadly. Salt tablets can help, Chiampas said. Hyponatremia also 
can result from drinking too much water. 

If you set out on a two- to three-hour run, Chiampas 
generally recommends drinking about 1 cup of water or 
sports drink every 20 minutes. Sports drinks such as Gatorade 
Endurance Formula also can help with hydration, Hadfield said. 

W\ Chest 

Stop immediately and seek evaluation if you experience 
chest pain, lightheadedness, dizziness or shortness of breath, 
Chiampas said. 

Ill Torso 

Cotton clothing can cause blisters and chafing when wet. 
Instead, Young recommended, wear synthetic moisture- 
wicking apparel to keep you dry. 


Ill stomach 

Don’t go overboard loading up on carbs the night before a long 
training run. Young said. If you consume products such as gels 
or blocks for an energy boost while running, remember that 
they’re supplements, not staples, Hadfield said.

Thighs 

Protect your thighs from chafing by using Vaseline or 
Bodyglide. Either can be applied to other areas such as the 
armpits, sports bra strap and between the toes. Young said. 
Apply any place there’s friction and blisters can occur, including 
on the inner part of your arm where your shirt rubs against 
it, Wargula said. Men also have to worry about their nipples 
chafing against their shirt. The solution: NipGuards, or regular 
Band-Aids, to prevent bleeding. 


Knees 

Don’t run through pain or Injuries, Chiampas said. Seek medical 
attention if the pain Is in your knees, ankles, hips or feet. Any 
pain that causes you to alter your running stride is a sign to get 
it checked out, Hadfield said. 

Minor soreness or aching is normal. Young said. But, “if it’s 
a sharp, shooting pain, very acute, and it’s always in one spot, 
and, if you tap it with a finger, you’re screaming in agony, those 
kind of things are not your normal aches and pains,” he said. 


Foot 

Wear shoes that are a half-size larger than your usual shoe 
size. “As you’re training and going for longer distances, blood 
flow will cause your foot to swell a little bit,” Young said. Shoes 
should last 300 to 600 miles before they need to be replaced. 
Young recommends buying a new pair for training and another 
pair about a month before the big race-run in them for 20 to 
50 miles before the marathon.
